SENATE APPROVES 
TVA APPROPRIATIONS 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (UP).— 
The Senate today approved the 
$1,668,218,340 independent offices 
appropriation bill including a $17,- 
131,000 item for Tennessee Valiey 
Authority dam construction. 

The measure now goes back to 
the House for conference over the 
TVA appropriation. The sum, to be 
used in constructing Watts Bar 
and Gilbertsville dams, was elim- 
inated originally in the House and 
then restored to the bill by the 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 

Attack on the TVA funds was 


led by the Senate “Exonomy” bioc 
which last month succeeded in cut- 
ting $150,000,000 from President 
Roosevelt's WPA fund.

A $2 weekly wage increase has 
been obtained by Local 906-A, Re- 
tail Liquor Salesmen, AFL, as a re- 
sult of an arbitration decision hand- 
ed down against the Retail Liquor 
Store Owners Association of New 
York.

URGES ASSISTANCE 


The Daily Worker story pointed 
out that many of the Italian troops 
in Ethiopia had been forced to mu- 
tiny because effective Ethiopian 
guerrilla warriors had cut off their 
sources of food. 

Dr. Bayen is head of the Ethio- 
pian World Federation, Inc., at 2331 
Seventh Ave. The Federation is 
now conducting a campaign for aid 
to the Ethiopian people and to 
Ethiopian refugees who are con- 
stantly fleeing fascist terror across 
the border into French and English 
African possessions. The organiza- 
tion publishes a weekly news- 
paper, The Voice of Ethiopia. 

“The greatest support sfiould be 
given to the Spanish people in their 
fight against Mussolini and against 
fascism.

While there can be no doubt that 
the outcome of the auto crisis will 
be in favor of the workers, this 
whole situation refiects the deter- 
mination of the die-hard open- 
shoppers—the Girdlers and Fords— 
to divide and weaken the democratic 
and progressive movement of the 
people by disrupting its main back- 
bone, the trade union movement, 
and especially the CIO. Purther- 
more, the auto crisis has become a 
touchstone, exposing again the anti- 
union face of the Trotzky-Loveston- 
ite agents of fascism, and at the 
same time revealing the aid given 
the employers and their stooges by 
the wrong policies of the Old Guard 
Socialists, as well as by the bank- 
ruptey of the Norman Thomas 
brand of “socialism.” 

The Lovestonites, naturally, give 
full support to their mouthpiece and 
the agent of the auto barons, Mar- 
tin. Moreover, they provide him with 
a “political” platform for his union 
wrecking and splitting activities. 
Undoubtedly the present situation 
taxes their resources to the limit, 
but the “brain trusters” of this out- 
fit of international stool-pigeons are 
capable of the job. As an example of 
their virtuosity, take the following 
explanation and justification of 
Martin’s expulsion of 18 members 
of the Board as “a strategical move 
of considerable shrewdness in that 
it threw into chaos the well-laid 
plans of the International Board.” 


WRECKERS SMOKED OUT 

However, the most important thing 
to note is that the auto crisis has 
smoked these union wreckers out. 
They are no longer able to hide 
their activities behind the so-called 
“anti-Communist” slogan of Hitler, 
Mussolini and the Mikado. That 
their fight is really against the CIO 
is admitted in the Workers 
(paper of the Lovestonites) in an 
editorial on the so-called “Crisis in 
CIO” which states: 


“The situation in the U.A.W. is 
a most dramatic expression of the 
crisis, At the root of the crisis is 
the utter failure of the top leader- 
ship to live up to its responsibil- 
ities. The top leadership has in- 
flicted upon the movement a regime 
more undemocratic in its central- 
ized leadership than anything ever 
seen in the labor movement be- 
fore. It has turned a deaf ear to 
the growing demand for labor 
unity. It has entered inte an ac- 
knowledged alliance with the Stal- 
inists in the C10, ete.” - 

As for the Trotzkyites, their 
course was a little more devious. To

But who could accept without 
humiliation a state of affairs which 
subordinates science to money and 
which too frequently substitutes 
private initiative for that of the 
state? 

We do not agree that the acti- 
vity of the ‘scientists should be de- 
pendent on philanthropy. 

Nor do we agree that the funds 
placed at the disposal of scientists 
should be regulated by the whim of 
private generosity, which is not in 
fact always disinterested; that it 
should be contingent on the fluctua- 
tions of the economic situation or 
the amount of surplus value ac- 


cumulated by some big capitalist | 


who plays the philanthropist. 

Such a state of affairs sheds light 
on the subordination of science to 
blind economic forces in a society 
ruled by chance.... 

One may add that the policy of 
deflation has had disastrous conse- 
quences for science. As an example 
I can recall that dozens of chairs 
at the Sorbonne and in the prov- 
incial universities have been done 
away with. 


Wait for 
Publication 


One may further add that the 
successive devaluations have re- 
duced the real worth of the appro- 
priations for science. This is why 
scientific works sometimes wait 
years before being published. 

The real amount of appropria- 
tions for science is finally deter- 
mined by the tax evaders, by the 
exporters of capital, by the spec- 
ulators, by those for whom the 
poverty of the state provides an 
or ‘tunity for profitable invest- 
ments and for effective political 
pressure. 

This is the subordination of 
mind to matter which is so humil- 
lating to man and to the dignity of 
the intellectuals. 

One must also point out what 
a burden to the scientists the cruel 
law of profit is. 

All of us know that there exist 
powerful trusts, virtual monopolies, 
which control production, manage 
the market and fix prices. 

Do you oelieve that these trusts 
remain inactive when the work of 
an inventor threatens them with 
loss of their monopoly? 

Woe to the inventor who in sery- 
ing science falls foul of powerful 
interests! 

A discovery, an invention which 
confirms the victory of man over 
matter can in the end lead to a de- 
feat of the human mind by the 
coalitions of interests. 

Is it not true that if certain fi- 
nancial interests were not opposed, 
the problem of the mass produc- 
tion of synthetic petroleum would 
have been solved long ago?

The Beginnings of Baseball in the South 


With the 100th anniversary of baseball being celebrated this year, 
it is interesting to read something about the first players. This excerpt 
is from the book “Black Manhattan,” by the late James Weldon John- 
gon. And when you're finished reading it, you might do worse than 
sending a letter to the magnates of your local major league ball club 
asking them how come they don’t hire any of the Negro stars rated 
tops by sports writers, players and fans. 

In baseball, as in racing, the Negro gained his first experience in 
the South. By 1880 nearly every city and town in the South had its 
colored baseball club. For a period of years the best teams in the South 
were the colored teams. For some reasons the whites were tardy about 
taking up the game and becoming proficient at it. In many places, how- 
ever, they were fierce partisans and strong supporters of the black team 
of their town. Important match games between rival teams of differ- 
ent towns or states often drew as many white as black rooters and 
spectators. These were all amateur clubs, but several of them were 
as good as the professional clubs. Both Nashville and Memphis possessed 
crack colored teams. Memphis had a wonderful pitcher, named Higgins, 
; and a catcher, called “Peewee” Gwin, who was one of the first catchers | 
BP fn the game to take them off the bat. Nevertheless, in the middle eig val 
there were four colored players on professional league teams. Roch 
signed Higgins, formerly of the Memphis colored team; Jersey City — 
= famous black battery, Stovey and Walker, and Buffalo had a star 
second baseman named Grant. Grant was dubbed “the Black Dunlap” 
after Dunlap of Detroit, who was then the most brilliant second base- 
man in the National League. (pp. 2-63.)

Jack Dempsey once said of Baby 
Arizmendi: “I doubt whether a 
middleweight could knock that 
little Mexican off his feet.” 

Arizmendi, who opposes Lou Am- 
bers, former world lightweight 
champion, in a 12-round contest at 
Madison Square Garden on tomor- 
row night, has faced many a for- 
midable puncher during his career 
in the ring and has yet to know 
the feel of canvas on his trunks. 

Tony Canzoneri (in his prime), 
Eddie Shea, Davie Day, and a host 
of other hard punchers have 
thrown their wallops at Arizmendi 
without flouring or hurting him. 
Henry Armstrong? Five times have 
the Baby and the current light- 
weight-welterweight champion faced 
each other—for a total of 52 pounds 
—and Armstrong still hasn’t been 
able to knock Arizmendi off his 
feet. 

Indeed, Arizmendi won two of 
their matches and the other three 
were marked by close decisions. 
In at least two of those three 
the verdict could have gone either 
way. 

Arizmendi feels he was jobbed out 
of an Ambers victory last summer, 
when the two fought a sizzling 
draw in Los Angeles. This time 
the Mexican is confident he will 
demonstrate a clear superiority over 
the ex-champion. 

A group of sportsmen in Mexico 
City plan to feature Arizmendi in 
two fights in the spacious bull ring 
there during the spring. Tom Gal- 
lery, Los Angeles promoter, would 
like to stage another Armstrong- 
Arizmendi contest at Wrigley Field 
in April or May. 

A much better fighter than 
when he appeared here a few 
years ago, on which occasion he 
trounced Al Roth and Mike Bel- 
loise, and in much better physical 
tondition (now that Whitey Eck- 
wert is his trainer), Baby Ariz- 
mendi is certain he will ruin Am- 
bers’ hopes of facing Armstrong 
in a return title match. 

Both Ambers and Arizmendi gn- 
gage in their final sparring sesSions 
today, Ambers at Stillman's gym- 
nasium, and Arizmendi at the 
Pioneer gym.
